Temple of the Sun. 


North of Aknpan. a thousand feet 


or less from Its base, lies what Is 
generally considered the oldest of the 
rnins. Knlr.sasaya, or Temple of the 
Sun. It is a parallelogram about -iOO 
feet square, marked on all sides !)v 
upright menhirs from 15 to I'O fee't 
high. This ruin rises from a single 
terrace, about 30 feet above the sur- 
rounding plain, which Is said to have 
been covered entirely with smooth 
paving stones at one time. 


Monolith and statue bases, tops of 


great pillars, conduit sections, aru] 
pieces of doubtful origin still rer 
here and there.

The next thing 
to be remembered is that lawsuits are 
won. not by the brilliance of counsel. 
.v.:t by the facts as presented in the 
evidence; and evidence cannot be 
manufactured at the time of trial—It 
must bo obtained at the time of acct- 
<!MU. 
The answer to the question, 


•\Vhat shall I do in case of accident?' 
is: 'Get the evidence.'" 


Evidsnca Is Big Help. 


The statement goes oa to say that: 


:n getting evidence, one of the best 
helps a motorist can have is a camera.' 
If a camera is not part of his equip- 
ment, a good pencil sketch of the' 
scene of the accident should be made. 
Vi'itnesses are, o: course. Important; 
and In this connection it Is well for 
the motorist to remember that a dis- 
interested witness, a bystander, is 
more valuable than oce of the occu- 
pants "f his car. who might be regard- 
ed as sympathetic to his friend's case. 
It Is advisable to seek witnesses ia 
houses or ia stores or office buildings 
near the scene of the accident. 


After the names an;! addresses of 


witnesses end of the driver of the oth- 
er car have been obtained, the mo- 
torist should make a note of the 
weather conditions and of the nature 
of the pavement.
